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6HI BOARD ADOPTS CONDITIONS 
FOR SHED POLICY EXCEPTIONS

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors struggled man¬ 
fully at its September 24 meeting to implement its shed enforce¬ 
ment policy without working hardships on individuals. The setting 
was a meeting room largely filled with GHI members seeking 
special exceptions to citations received from management directing 
that their sheds be brought into conformity with GHI regulations 
by September 30, later extended to October 31. _ 


The GHI board had decided last 
spring to crack down on shed vio¬ 
lations and had authorized man¬ 
agement to conduct a house-to- 
house inspection, as the result of 
which 366 citations were mailed 
out. 

The GHI shed regulations pro¬ 
vide for three types of sheds. Types 
1 and 2 relate to either under¬ 
window or upright sheds attached 
to homes. Type 3 relates to free¬ 
standing sheds in the yards. The 
regulations are quite specific with 
respect to size and location but 
are more general with respect to 
appearance and construction. Type 
3 sheds, for example, are permitted 
only in certain locations, such as 
in yards adjacent to wooded areas 
on the garden side, and must not 
be visible from the street. 

The board had long been con¬ 
cerned over the poor appearance 
and eyesores created by some sheds. 
At the same time, it recognized 
that many sheds were of sound 
construction and good appearance, 
and were in harmony with the gen¬ 
eral neighborhood; thus it would 
create great inconvenience and 
hardship to require strict confor¬ 
mity with respect to size and lo¬ 
cation in these cases. As the meet¬ 
ing wore on, it became obvious 
that the hoard was going to be lib¬ 
eral in granting special exceptions 
in these cases. The board was es¬ 
pecially sympathetic where the 
shed had predated the present 
ownership. 

In fact, early in the meeting the 
board adopted a motion delegating 
to management the authority to 
grant exceptions where (1) the 
shed is substantially unchanged 
from its state at the time the unit 
was purchased; (2) the shed is in 
good condition and does not con¬ 
stitute a hazard; (3) the owner is 
agreeable to bringing the item into 
conformity; and (4) the owner 
agrees to partial conformity if re¬ 
quested by management All con¬ 
ditions must be met This policy 
would also affect fences and other 
structural changes. 

At the same time, the board in¬ 
dicated its adherence to its long- 
range goal of bringing the sheds 
into more uniformity by adopting 
another motion that in all cases 
where special exceptions are gran¬ 
ted, the exception only applies to 
the shed in violation and not to its 
replacement and that the excep¬ 
tion will be reviewed by manage¬ 
ment and may be denied at the 
time the member decides to sell 
his home. 

This approach was generally ac¬ 
cepted by the audience, as no one 
expressed dissent. About 15 spe¬ 
cial exceptions were granted, most 
of them involving type 3 sheds. In 
a few cases, the board requested 
management and the member to 
get together to see if a solution 
could be worked out.

School Board Hears 
Greenbelt Objections 
To Parcel 2 Site

A parade of witnesses, led by Greenbelt’s Mayor Francis 
White, registered once again their objections to a senior high schoo 
on parcel 2 at the September 29 public hearing conducted y 
the Prince Georges Board of Education. About 300 persons turned 
out at the Greenbelt Junior High School Tuesday night. Most o 
the speakers, including representatives from 8 civic organizations 
and about 15 individuals, told the school board that traffic access¬ 
ibility and safety hazards made the proposed site between the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway and Ridge Road the worst possible 


site of all alternatives. 

One group, called Save our 
Schools Committee, presented pe¬ 
titions with 175 signatures from 
all parts of town asking the coun¬ 
ty commissioners to reconsider and 
reinstate funds for a senior high 
school on parcel 2. Another group, 
called Save our Community Com¬ 
mittee, reported that it had collect¬ 
ed 1,600 names last spring in oppo¬ 
sition to a 3-school complex on 
parcel 2. 

A few speakers, while not reg¬ 
istering a preference for a site, 
urged speedy action on a new 
school, citing the detrimental ef¬ 
fects on educational services if 
there were any further delay. 

City Council Position 
Mayor White told the school 
hoard that the city council still 
favors as its first choice for a sen¬ 
ior high school site parcel 15 -— 

Statement by Francois 
On School Site Problem 

County Commissioner Francis 
Francois made the following state¬ 
ment on the school site problem. 
The commissioner was present dur¬ 
ing part of the hearing held Sep¬ 
tember 29 at Greenbelt Junior High 
School by the Board of Education. 
He had intended to speak, but due 
to a prior engagement was un¬ 
able to remain at the meeting long 
enough to take his turn at the mi¬ 
crophone according to the proced¬ 
ural rules established earlier. 

The commissioner told a News 
Review reporter: “I wish to thank 
the Board for holding this hearing. 
The County Commisioners had 
hoped, when we delayed the pro¬ 
ject for a year, the School Board 
would move promptly; and as a 
result, there should be no signi¬ 
ficant delay in the opening of the 
much-needed high school." 

He urged the Board to take a 
careful look at all the sites, and 
to remember that there are "trade¬ 
offs" — for example, the cost of 
the road and bridge projected to 
provide access to the Parcel 2 site 
would be considerably in excess of 
the cost of the site itself. The 
whole economic picture, he said, 
must be examined with all the pos¬ 
sible savings, to determine at which 
site the taxpayer would actually 
get the less expensive school.

a 29-acre tract between Greenbelt 
Lake and Greenbelt Road border¬ 
ing the Capital Beltway. To ac¬ 
complish this goal, White said, the 
council is ready to purchase por¬ 
tions of the high school site at par¬ 
cel 15, designated by the school 
planners as open space, as part of 
the city’s park system and to make 
available portions of the adjacent 
lake property for high school util¬ 
ization for athletics, recreational 
activities, landscaping, sidewalks, 
and other open space purposes at 
no cost to the school hoard. White 
added that the city will also con¬ 
struct access roads to the parcel 
15 site as needed. 

White said that the council will 
also support any other suitable site 
within the city such as Smith-Ew- 
ing — a 70-acre tract east of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway and 
north of Greenbelt Road. Both the 
Parcel 15 and Smith-Ewing sites, 
White said, front on major high¬ 
ways with vehicular access far su¬ 
perior to parcel 2. 

MNCPPC Position 

The Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
however, said that "there was not 
sufficient evidence to recommend 
another site" at this time. Instead, 
the Planning Board went on record 
supporting the parcel 2 site "pro¬ 
vided that if the problems of sew¬ 
age disposal and access — both 
short-term and long-term — can¬ 
not be satisfactorily resolved and 
the Board of Education so wishes" 
the planning staff will work on a 
further investigation of alternative 
solutions. 

The MNCPPC representatives did 
not make clear what would consti¬ 
tute a satisfactory resolution of 
the access problem. A perimeter 
road that would connect the par¬ 
cel 2 site with Greenbelt Road or 
Kenilworth Ave., thus channeling 
school bus and auto traffic away 
from the existing streets of Green¬ 
belt, has been proposed. This pro¬ 
ject would cost up to $2,000,000 
and no funds are available either 
from the State, county, or city. No 
one ventured an opinion as to when 
such a road could become a reality. 
Traffic Effects 

Most of the speakers concentrat¬ 
ed on the adverse traffic effects of 
a 3-school complex on parcel 2 in 
the absence of a perimeter road. 
Both Mayor White and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., manager Roy Brea- 
shears pointed out that Ridge and 
Northway, which would have to 
bear the brunt of the school traf¬ 
fic, are narrow, winding streets 
with a paved width of twenty feet, 
for the most part. They have no 
sidewalks and are lined with on¬ 
street parking. To alleviate these 
problems, Breashears said, would 
require widening of roads, elimina¬ 
tion of on-street parking, taking 
of yards, and use of open-space 
areas for off-street parking. 

Several Northway residents ex¬ 
pressed concern over the addition¬ 
al safety hazards that would be 
created by the fact that school 
buses, numbering about 40 trips 
each way, and teen-age drivers, 
estimated at 400 to 500, would have 
to pass several elementary schools 
on the way in and out of Green¬ 
belt "We would be mixing our 
most inexperienced walkers — 
young elementary school children", 
Leonie Penney said, "with our most 
dangerous drivers". Others men¬ 
tioned the depreciation of property 
values that would accompany the 
increased traffic.

Earnings of GCS 
Reach New High 

Revenues and earnings of Green¬ 
belt Consumer Services. Inc., rose 
to a new high for the quarter end¬ 
ing April 30, 1970, it was announced 
by Robert J. Dressel, Chairman of 
the Board. Gross revenues for 
the quarter were $12,175,423 and 
earnings after taxes were $28,669. 
This compares to gross revenues of 
$10,981,630 and a loss of $11,039 for 
the same period last year, 

Dressel said that all divisions 
made a contribution toward the 
improvement. The best percentage 
gains were made by the furniture 
and petroleum divisions. 

Greenbelt is managed under con¬ 
tract by Checchi and Company, a 
Washington, D. C. based manage¬ 
ment firm. It operates 22 super¬ 
markets, 10 service stations and 5 
pharmacies, which do business 
under the name “Consumers,” 7 
furniture stores which do business 
under the name of SCAN, and 
Skinker Tires, which provides fleet 
tire service. 
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The Police Blotter 

In early September, two male 
Springhill Lake residents reported 
an armed hold-up of $100 in their 
apartments by two men. When the 
police investigated their premises, 
hashish and other narcotic imple¬ 
ments were found in the apart¬ 
ment. Thus, while the police put 
out a look-out for the two robbery 
suspects, the robbery victims were 
put under arrest, charged with po¬ 
ssessing and controlling narcotics, 
trying to distribute narcotics and 
maintaining a nuisance. 

On September 14 a housebreaking 
occurred in the northern part of 
Greenbelt in which the owner re¬ 
ported a number of valuable items 
stolen from his home. No forced 
entry was noted. In checking a 
house next door, the police found 
narcotics and narcotic implements 
in the bedroom of a juvenile. The 
juvenile was charged with posses¬ 
sing and controlling narcotics. He 
will appear before the Juvenile 
Court. Chief William Lane re¬ 
ports that there have been “More 
narcotics cases this year than we’ve 
ever had.” 

During the week of September 
4, it was reported that $350 had 
been stolen from the cash drawer 
of the Co-op Gas Station. An em¬ 
ployee has been charged in the 
larceny. 

Investigation into the slashing 
of 13 tires on Ridge Rd. led to 
the apprehension of two juveniles, 
who have been charged with the 
crime. ; 

At 1:15 a.m. on Sept. 4, a Spring- 
hill Lake woman reportedly saw 
two males removing tires from a 
parked vehicle in the parking lot. 
She alerted her husband and two 
friends, who attempted to capture 
the men. The men sped away 
in their car, the .Springhill Lake 
residents pursued them into Ber¬ 
wyn Heights and sustained a bul¬ 
let hole in their car. The suspects 
got away, but one was later ar¬ 
rested and charged with assault 
with attempt to commit murder 
and larceny. The second suspect 
is still being sought, 

A 17-year-old Springhill Lake 
boy was charged with making a 
false report when the vehicle he 
reported stolen was discovered by 
the police not stolen. 

Two incidents occurred at the 
lake during the week of Sept. 11. 
A woman emerged from the lake 
soaking wet and stated that she 
had attempted to commit suicide. 
The incident was reported to the 
police, and medical assistance for 
the woman has been sought. 

In the second incident, a group 
of males, whom the police report 
as being intoxicated, visited the 
lake, and two of them decided on 
a swimming contest. Near the 
dam one of the men got into trou¬ 
ble and the other could not rescue 
him. A SHL resident, William 
Jeffries, jumped into the water, 
pulling the victim to safety. An 
officer arriving on the scene gave 
artificial respiration and the vic¬ 
tim recovered. All were warned 
about not swimming in the lake, 
and Jeffries received a special com¬ 
mendation from Chief Lane for 
saving a man’s life, 

A car stolen on Lakecrest Dr. 
turned up at Andrews Air Force 
Base. Three servicemen have been 
charged in the incident. 

Two indecent exposure cases have 
resulted in two arrests. In one 
case, a man had been stealing un¬ 
dergarments from clotheslines and 
in the other case a man followed 
a woman as she drove home from 
work in the early morning hours 
and appeared naked before her 
when she got out of the car.

In the past the staff has done the 
work of calculating and entering 
the dividends on the statements, 
totaling and checking the work, 
and mailing the statements, at night 
after the days work had been fin¬ 
ished, plus any spare time during 
the day. This time, in order to 
speed up the process and reduce 
the possibilities for errors, we 
closed the office the last day of 
the quarter to concentrate on the 
dividend work. How this works 
out for members and staff will de¬ 
termine whether or not we do it 
the end of next quarter. 


SAVINGS CERTIFICATES 

Twin Pines members invested 
some $349,000 in Twin Pines Sav¬ 
ings Certificates during the third 
quarter of 1970. These certificates 
are in multiples of $1000 drawing 
dividends of 6per year if held 
to their maturity date, October 1, 

1971. Cutoff date for sale of this 
group of certificates is October 
15th of this year. 

The next group of Savings Cer¬ 

tificates will mature on January 1 

1972. They will receive dividends 
at the rate of 6% per year if held 
to maturity. Those purchased by 
November 15 th will receive 14 
months dividends at that rate, and 
those purchased by December 15th 
will receive thirteen months divi¬ 
dends at the rate of 6% per year 
rate. 


Twin Pines to Loan On 
Individually Owned Homes 

We expect to have money avail¬ 
able this winter to make a few 
loans on individually owned homes. 
At the present time we have only 
three loans of this type, compared 
with over 400 loans on cooperative¬ 
ly owned homes. 

Loans may be for up to 80% of 
the appraised value or the selling 
price, whichever is lower. The 
interest rate will be a true 8% per 
year, but will not include life in¬ 
surance. Repayment period can be 
for up to 30 years. The homes must 
be in or near Greenbelt.

MONEY ORDERS 
STILL 15 CENTS 

Twin Pines started selling mon¬ 
ey orders in August 1965. At that 
time we sold them for 15 cents 
each, and you could buy them for 
any amount up to $250. Most pric¬ 
es have risen a lot since then. But 
our money orders are still 15 cents 
each. 

By comparison, money orders at 
the bank cost 25 cents for up to 
$300. At the pharmacy they cost 
25 cents for up to $150; and at the 
post office they cost 25 cents up 
to $10, 35 cents to $50, and 40 cents 
to $100.

oncile its position favoring parcel 
2 with its previously published 
statement that school locations 
should be such “that they will not 
produce a detrimental effect upon 
adajacent residential areas, i.e. since 
a senior high school has a large 
service area, pupils are either bus¬ 
ed or drive their own cars. If 
the school is accessible. only by lo¬ 
cal residential streets, then traffic 
will become hazaradous to local 
safety.” Greenbelt’s safety record 
of 2 pedestrian fatalities in its his¬ 
tory was cited as evidence of the 
sound planning principles under¬ 
lying Greenbelt’s development 
which are now being threatened. 

Another argument made against 
a 3-school complex on parcel 2 was 
the effects on elementary and jun¬ 
ior high school students of an ad¬ 
jacent senior high school. Men¬ 
tioned were the problems of drugs, 
extortion of lunch money from 
younger children, smoking, profan¬ 
ity, and premature dating. 

School Staff Position 

School board members made no 
comment on the testimony presen¬ 
ted, but school board official Elli¬ 
ott B. Robertson defended the 
choice of parcel 2. The area des¬ 
perately needs a new senior high 
school, he said, and there will be 
considerable overcrowding in ex¬ 
isting schools before the new school 
is completed — earliest possible 
time now being September 1973. He 
cited the advantages of parcel 2 
over other sites as involving the 
least delay and the least land ac- 
quistion and grading costs, and 
permitting 450 now and later 900 
to 1,000 Greenbelt students to walk 
to school if the perimeter road 
overpass becomes a reality. 

Robertson said that the traffic 
created by using parcel 2 for a 
housing project rather than a 
school complex would be at least 
20 percent greater. He foresaw no 
insurmountable sewage problems 
for parcel 2, stating that a tempor¬ 
ary package treatment plant could 
be used, with the eventual solu¬ 
tion a pumping station to lift the 
sewage to Ridge Road. 

As for parcel 15, Robertson said 
it is inadequate in size, since 40 
acres is the present size standard. 

Opposite Arguments 

Witnesses took issue with these 
arguments. Rhea Cohen, represen¬ 
ting the Save Our Community 
Committee, said that the sewer 
problem on parcel 2 is extremely 
serious. The three solutions offer¬ 
ed all have drawbacks. The first, 
3% miles of gravity flow lines 
through the Agricultural Research 
Station, would cost $570,000. The 
second, a pumping station, would 
require extensive enlargement of 
the city’s sewer system, which has 
only 8” diameter lines on Ridge 
Road. The third, a package treat¬ 
ment plant, would have to dis¬ 
charge effluent into the nearest 
running stream, except that there 
is only an intermittent stream 
flowing north. Mrs. Cohen con¬ 
cluded that there can be no quick 
solution to the sewer problem on 
parcel 2. Other speakers observed 
that seeking a solution to the sew¬ 
er problem on parcel 2 may cause 
more delay than the choice of an¬ 
other site. 

Katherine Keene, a high school 
teacher, said that while no one de¬ 
fends overcrowded schools, experi¬ 
ence at High Point High School 
has shown that good administra¬ 
tion “can operate a school over 
optimum capacity for a limited 
time so that education is not im¬ 
paired.” 


James Bates, president of Wood¬ 
land Hills Development, maintain¬ 
ed that the detrimental effects on 
the community of a school on par¬ 
cel 2 far outweigh any temporary 
delay to relocate the school. “The 
community cost goes on forever” 
he said. He observed that the cit¬ 
izens of Greenbelt were neither lax 
nor late in attempting to call to 
the attention of the former school 
board the deficiencies of parcel 2. 

Mayor "White made much the 
same point. If there is poor access 
to the school, he said, it will be 
a problem for parents, students, 
and the community for the next 
forty years or more. 

Furthermore, White said, when 
all site development costs are con¬ 
sidered, such as the costs of road 
improvements, sidewalk construc¬ 
tion, the bringing in of water ser¬ 
vice, and the maintaining of a tem¬ 
porary treatment facility until such 
time as a sanitary sewer line is 
built, the parcel 2 site loses its 
cost advantages. 

Mrs. Penney said it was beyond 
her comprehension, in view of the 
increased risk to pedestrians caused 
by school vehicular traffic, that the 
school board staff would boast of 
putting another 500 to 1,000 walk¬ 
ing students on the street s. She 
also observed that, because of the 
concentration of teen-age drivers, 
the nature of the traffic that would 
be generated by a school complex 
would be much more dangerous 
than that created by a housing pro¬ 
ject. 

Dorothy Sucher. a Lakeside resi¬ 
dent, said that the recommended 
guidelines for the size of a high 
school change and that the school 
board should be flexible in apply¬ 
ing them. At one time, she said, 
25 acres were considered adequate 
and she was sure that an excellent 
school could be built on parcel 15, 
even though the acreage may be a 
little skimpy by this year’s stand¬ 
ards. 

Favor parcel 2 

Three witnesses came out flatly 
for a school on parcel 2 now. One 
of them, Betty Anderson, said that 
she represented concerned GHI 
homeowners. She stated that she 
wasn’t concerned about the effects 
on roads (“we can solve these prob¬ 
lems”) but she was concerned that 
no one was giving high priority to 
the educational needs of children. 

This contention of school disin¬ 
terest was disputed by Charles 
Schwan, former GHI president, 
and others, who cited the pioneer¬ 
ing efforts of Greenbelt in achiev¬ 
ing better-quality education 
through the initiation of nursery 
and kindergarten cooperatives, for¬ 
eign language programs, and for¬ 
mation of its own libary system. 
As further evidence, Schwan men¬ 
tioned the GHI offer in 1966 of a 
10-acre site to the school board for 
an elementary school at a nominal 
cost as well as city offers of land 
so as to get the senior high school 
in a proper location. 

Several speakers stated their be¬ 
lief that if the former school board 
had pursued its original 1965 de¬ 
cision to construct a school on 
parcel 15 and had taken up the 
city and GHI offers of cooperation, 
a new senior high school would 
have been ready for occupancy this 
fail. 

Arguments over Parcel 15 
While the overwhelming opinion 
was against the parcel 2 site, there 
was less unanimity over the choice 
of an alternative site. The parcel 
15 site incurred the opposition of 
several Lakeside residents. Ben 
Goldfaden, president of the Lake¬ 


side Citizens Association, released 
the result of a written poll which 
showed that of 95 replies received, 
65 opposed parcel 15 and 30 ap¬ 
proved. Goldfaden cited the ad¬ 
jacent built-up development of the 
Charelstowne tract with its 3,000 
population as another reason why 
parcel 15 would not be satisfactory. 
He expressed opposition to both 
parcel 15 and parcel 2. 

John Bogumill said he opposed 
parcel 15 for the same reason as 
others opposed parcel 2, noting the 
traffic problem that already exists 
at Greenbelt Road and Lakecrest 
Drive. Others feared that a pro¬ 
posed new access road to parcel 
15, which would keep all school 
bus traffic off residential roads, 
would, would cut into the area re¬ 
served for parkland and contribute 
to its ruin. 

Opposite views were expressed 
by still other Lakeside residents, 
who thought parcel 15 was the best 
site because the buses, and many 
of the cars could reach it without 
passing throug residential neigh¬ 
borhoods. Marjorie Bergemann ex¬ 
pressed the view that the question¬ 
naire sent out by the Lakeside Cit¬ 
izens Association was misleading in 
its description of the possible fu¬

ture access to a school on parcel 
15. 

White cited these advantages for 
parcel 15. It is the most centrally 
located of the sites, which means 
that school buses need run a shor¬ 
ter distance, thereby reducing op¬ 
erating costs over the life of the 
school. It has immediately avail¬ 
able many facilities not found on 
parcel 2: paved roads to the prop¬ 
erty lines; adequate sanitary sew¬ 
ers; water, gas, and electric ser¬ 
vice brought to the site; and even 
a storm drainage system serving 
the property. 

One of the closing speakers, 
Cathy Foster, summarized her im¬ 
pression of the meeting as clearly 
showing that a majority were 
against parcel 2, and a few were 
against parcel 15. She concluded 
that perhaps the school board 
should seriously consider the 
Smith-Ewing property. 

Several speakers, including the 
representative of the Parkdale 
PSTA, urged the school board to 
make a speedy decision, but indi¬ 
cated no preferred sites. Others 
representing the High Point Citi¬ 
zens Association, the Beltsville- 
Vansville Civic Association, and the 
Seabrook Acres Citizens Associa¬ 
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tion, felt that the community’s 
wishes on where it wants a school 
site should be given the greatest 
consideration. Mayor White had 
earlier pointed out that the hearing 
held that night was the first time 
that the school board had ever 
scheduled a meeing in Greenbelt 
at a time convenient to the citizens. 

School board president Ruth 
Wolfe announced at the close of 
the meeting that the record would 
remain open for 15 days to receive 
additional statements.

Five extra men worked with the 
two regular employees assigned to 
special trash collections to clear 
away a mountain of torn-down 
sheds in the GHI area.

The paint crew began marking off 
parking spaces along Lakecrest 
J'rive, which was recently newly 
paved. 

Preliminary construction work 
has been starte 1 on a new gas 
station at the intersection of Gen¬ 
try Drive and Breezewood in 
Springhiil Lake. 

Work is proceeding on the re¬ 
building of Southway. All road 
dividers have been constructed and 
sidewalks completed. One remain¬ 
ing major disruption will occur 
when the intersection at Ridge and 
Southway is reduced in grade by 
four inches. 

During a special county voter 
registration in Springhiil Lake 
during the month of August, the 
city also set up a registration table 
for citizens who wished to register 
to vote in the city’s non-partisan 
elections. At that time 73 Green- 
belters registered. Of these, five 
were from the North End section, 
three from Center, and the rest 
from Springhiil Lake.
